Fuller became 
morose and (|Uiirrelsome. Tboy were 
aljout thirly miles from Noulata. Towards 
night FiillJr asked tho Bishop to make 
e.unp. The Bishop consulted the Indians, 
who advised against caiiiiiing tliero and 
Bai.l th.it an Iniliaii camp with a number 
(d Indian liou.sus could be found a f<jw 
miles futher on. The Bislmp told Fuller 
that the Indians knew better than 
tliey could, and he should follow 
tbeif ailvice. Fuller coiiijilaiiiud thus 
moll- attention was paid to tho Indians 
I b.iii to liim. lie talked so niueh alKint 
It I bat the Indians carried his words to 
ilio Bishop. ">;uver mind," said the Bin- 
bop, "you know better than we." Thoy 
wont on to the camp and made their bed. 
.Ul slept togetlier in a line. Fuller was 
lirst.to gel, up; it, was between 8i.\ and 
seven o'clock in the morning. He got 
some slicks ready for fuel, but sat down 
oiiposite the Bishop without lighting 
ihom. The Indian at tho end of the lino 
i .iaeaml heard Fullersay, "Bishop get up." 
Tho Bishop lifted his head and half rose 
when he saw I'liller with a ritlo levelled at 
liim, .\s I'liller lired, lie clasped his 
arms across his broast and bowed bis 
lunid. Tho bullet struck him siniarely on 
the forehead and he never spoku. The 
iiiuzxlo was so cliTse to him that his face 
was |iow(b r Ininicd. All this ha))penod 
.'o i|iiickly I bill the Indian was notable 
lo do anything, but when Fuller began to 
reload ho sprang upon him and soizod bin 
gun, shouting to his companions that dul- 
ler was going to murder them all. 'No,' 
says Fuller, *l meant to kill only the 
bishop.' The Indians ari'angod tho body 
;.s well as tliey could, and wuiit wifcli FuUei 
to Noulata. Fuller accompanied the body to 
St. Michael's 'and oH'ered to give himself 
up. A warrant uill bo taken back for hia 
arrest, and ho will bo taken to Sitka and 
triud. He confesses his crime freely, and 
erii.'H about it. Wo have kept tho wit- 
ni;sH(\Hat, .St. ]\liL'Jiaers. They will appear 
at. tho t rial. "

A griind old nuiii hiis guuo U> his otor- 
nai rtiwiird ' Ilia Ciiuuu Aiulibialiup 
Sughera, thu buloved uf his peo])lo, 
ot all the peoplu of Vmicouvor 
ialtuid, has buun killud in Alas- 
ka. With true iipostolio fervor and 
a burning doaire to aorvo the oauau of tho 
Muster, he took hia life in hia hunds, and 
wont out into the furthest limits of "tlie 
land of the luiiliiiglit aun" to (Jluistiiuiize 
tho lioathen, and to teach llioin the know- 
ledge of lliiu to whom hia life was conse- 
crated. Tho lust letters received from 
him, some time in August laat, toKl of the 
ditlicultios he had met with on the way, 
at one time narrowly escaping drowning 
in fording a stream. That history of his 
wiuuierings waa a most interesting unu, 
and wo were daily looking forward to 
another delightful deacriptiun of that 
terra ituognita, the interior of Alaska, 
when fiashed over the wires from San 
Francisco conies the cru hing unnouiico- 
inent of his death. Little a.s to tho man- 
ner in which the (ireat Uoiuiueror met 
him has reached na, little of 
his companion priests and lay bro- 
thora, except of lirolhor Fuller, 
who, demented, took his life, little but 
the grim message that a holy man has 
died in the path of duty, died far away 
t'roiu lioiuo and li lends and all that lite 
holds dear, buL binning ui his heart that 
love fur thu .Savinur and ina fellownian, 
which overleaps lime and space until it 
makes of death only the entraucu into 
that higher and holier life, which is us 
welcome in tlio trackless forests as in 
the Ui.xurious home. He dieil at the post 
uf tluty, carrying out the injunction afore- 
time given to tile apostles: "I in and 
teacli all nations." And we may well be- 
lieve that lie was with liiiii, as long ago 
promised. In the face of sueli a mar 
veloLis self-sacritice as this, our 
practical nineteenth century takes on a 
nobler hue, telling us, as it does, that (he 
days uf Uliri.stian heroism are not yet 
dead. Archbiahop tjeghors was a most 
lovable man; his heart was as that uf a 
little child, and his soul as pure as the 
unstained snow. He had a mighty in- 
tellect too; there ai'u lew men, m (Janadu 
at least, who emiid lULM.sure swords with 
him as a clas.siciil si'liolar, wliile as a liii- 
giusL he was ti uly iciiiarkabie. He knew 
all tho varioua dialects of the Woatorn 
Coast and Alaska Indians, cuuld sing 
their songs and narmte tkoir traditions. 
Many a choice snatch of their minstrelsy 
has he set to rhyme, and very 
musical they seemed as lie gave them ut- 
terance, ill that line reso'iaiil voice which 
was music in^itself. With all his great 
gifts, moiitul a id physical, ho was 
humility itself, wide liLslifo was coiuu- 
crated to tiiat divine U!i.-,rity which ia one 
of ti^jil's most gloi'ii gifts. lie loiletl 
early and late in ihi.s cliccese, which he 
loved with such an inte.iae love that ho 
gave up the rich see of Oregon, with its 
title of archbishop, to accept the compara- 
tively poor one of Nan.-otivjr Island with 
a lesser dignity. I 'u ■ c a vvisli tn set; his 
monument ! Look at >uiui ! Vou see it 
in tho handsome bulk nigs winch he has 
erected, the uiunoy for which he himself 
made to a large degree in his continontHl 
lectures; yuu see it iti the educational 
and charitable institutions which ho has 
founded .-11111 fostered ; you see it in the 
lives of the po(i|ile lowlioiulie iuilii.slei\:il, 
and, idiove all, you see it -the light in 
the darkness -in llie great work which he 
has himself done among the Indians. He 
had intended, on hia rotnrii, to raisu tu 
the glory and worship of Gud a stately 
catliedral, vviiicii would tJiko five years in 
the building, the fiiiuls for wliuii \\niild 
largely cuiui' fioiii the lusiilts ol aii'ither 
projected lecturing tour m Kiiropi;, Ins 
subject being ".Vlaska. " Th;it would have 
been "a iiioiiuiiient more enduring than 
brass," and a lit t iiig cniuiik't ion tu a lilu 
of energy ainl t.'il ainl u.sL-iuiiic.s;,. Tin- 
burilen, nay, the |jlca.-5Uie, liaslalleii iiinm 
<ither shoulders. .Vt tho arcliiepiscopal 
paLtce tliere are tears and mourmng- 
the sorrow of his coinpanioiia for 
their beloved Father in God, .who 
passed awiiy to hi.i Maker on tiie 
inhospitable shores of the treaclierous 
Yukon, 'riieie is lanienlatiun, ton, among 
his liock for the loss of one who w as ever 
to theui a "guide, counsellor and friend. " 
There is u dark shadow of regret liaiigi.ig 
over our fair city for the untimely eml of 
one who was a good citizen, a tolerant 
Christian and an atlable, kindly gentle- 
man. "Venly he hath his reward." 
Every face seen on the streets ye."ilerday 
was clouded when tho sad news was told,

Like tho 
early m.artyrs lu; fought the good tight, 
wr may wull l)ulie\e thai he lioie llie 
pangs of agony wil h <,'linsl laii fortitude, 
and then as the last glimpse of the cold 
earlh left his vision he stood bathed in 
the sunlight of liod's lovo, glorifying for- 
ever and ever Him whose Benediction had 
cast a halo over tlie days of his oartlily 
life.

The iiUMiting convened 
1(1 assert the rights of \iw. people and de- 
mand eoiisl itutional reform appears to 
have been thoroughly rei)resentative in 
its character, the s[ieeches having all the 
right ring about tiiem. The Oazvltf 
says: — 

"Honolulu lias spoken! and in 
iloiiolulii we have heard tin; iiiaiidale 
uf Hawaii, iMaui, Kauai and .Molukai. 

The lai-gi'sl, by far, and llie most unan- 
imous meet ing ever liidd in this kingdom 
has declaiud that "corruption" or in 
other words, tlie present reyima luust go! 

How to accomplish this desirable object 
was tho tlieme of many— or moat — of liie 
siioakers, Tliey generally agree that the 
only way of achieving the object sought 
for, was by re-drawiug tho constitution of 
the kingdom. 

Under the existing constitution it waa 
superabundantly proved that the crown 
can intluoneo uletjtions, control repi'o- 
Hentatives, pass bad laws and iieto wiao 
onoa. 

Therefore, said they, " The constilul ifjii 
amat bo changed." We all know how 
Mio king and his ministers have, of late 
yotirs boon guilty of almust every ovil 
whicli could be iiiliicleil on a patient 
peojile, by a de,-<jpoti.: monarch. \\'e 
know too, liow the .;iii or his minister 
for him, has always ap lealed to tlio c<in- 
stitution. That he has never travorsod 
tho constitution. That tho bribery, cor- 
ruption, waste, pi^rtiAlity, fully, vunitiea 
of tlie last six years'ara all striotlv within 
tlio limila of thu aonatitution. Therefore 
mild-mannered, poaooable, right-loving 



citizens have pronounced tlio word that ' 
this constitution must go. 

The authorities selected by the i;iiig i 
during that period have very sulliciently 
proved, that Uiougli, as under the Kaiiie- 
hamehas, it may he worked for the good, j 
yet under other circum.'itaiices il may lie 
worked for tho evil of those niosl eoii- ■ 
corned. Tho plea of all recent luiiiislrie.s 
has been that they wore acting within the 
acopo of the constitution. 'J'hereforo — 
said tile sponkera on Thursday — it is the 
constitution, not only the ministry, which 
must be changed. 

The king may sit down al dinner with a 
iiiinistor, sliako him by the hand, declare 
his reliance on the good faith and ability 
of the minister, while ho (tho king) li.as 
the dismissal of ''that Mliiliister, already 
signed, in his pocket. Or a ministry may 
defeat a vote of "want of contideuoo" in 
the legishmire, .ind bo nevertheless dis- 
missed the next day. 

Tlieae are little matters whicli wo are 
told are nut hi dis-accurd with tho proaent 
constitution, therefore, said Hawaii, un 
Thursday, "we mimt have a new coiiatitu- 
tion, iiiiil at once." Wo do not want a 
constitution so elastic that it will lit a 
mammoth or a mouse. Wi^ w ant some- 
thing delinite and deliniible. 

Wo all know that constitutions are not 
made in live minutes, nor ought they to 
be made by individuals, but "til!, such u 
series of aix-horse eoaehos have been 
drive; : through the existing constitution 
by the king ami his recent advisers lhal it 
is neceisary lh;it a stiller fence be put up 
round our rights and liberties, and the 
time for doing so is now!" 

"Honolulu may feel proiul, and llie 
rest uf the islands \wlli liet, thai Air iia.s 
men of such character, lirmiiess and ad- 
ministrative ability as tu conduct a radi- 
cal change such as that of last week in .so 
masterly a manner; and the people must, 
be congratulated upon their al I il lule .■iiid 
behavior tlirougliout iheeiisis. Il was a 
lime of immeiise i.'.\eiteiiieiil , mens pas- 
sions Were aroused to the highest pitcli, 
and yet we hear of iiiii a single act of 
violence lU' disorder, tlioiigh of course, 
talk at times, ran very high. Probably 
in no eomiiiunilj- in the woild emilil .siieli 
;i ciiiij) (I'lidl be earried out in so m derlv a 
manner as it has been here. 'I he imlitai y 
under Col, V. V. Ashford [a brother of 
the attorney-goiieral and a native of I'l.i i 
Hope, Out. J protected the |ier:,iui ain! llie 
life of two of the eliief enmiiials, •■oul 
within a few lioui:: lliey '.veie liaiulol 
over, as they should Ih\ to the civil 
power to deal with. 

The whole proceeding has been dignilied 
in the extreme, and Honolulu and the 
Hawaiian Islands st^ind to tlay, in a |ios- 
itioii coinmanding the respect of i he 
whole World. N\'e luivt; shown ouiseK es 
law-.abidiiig, ortlerly citizens who desire 
our just rights and nothing more. Wo 
have shown that oven in momonls of the 
wildest excitement we hi.ve un olomcnt 
here which ran control any lawlesahesa, 
and we have shown that when need is we 
can act unitedly in that greatest of all hu- 
man causes, true civil liberty."

minister of linaiice and |ireiiiier and I he 
at toiiiey-gi'iiei'al. The Iiuiiiel was al one 
time, We lieheve, a resident of \ ieloiia, 
while the latter is a Canacliaii. '■The 
I'reiuier, Hon. Willi.im Lou l loan l : reeii 
ia a native of London. He left Ihigiaml 
us a youth uf seventeen and went to 
Buenos Aj'rea, whence ho I'ode across Hie 
Pampas and (-"ordiller.as to \'alpai;us.i. In 
ISol liu arrived at llonoliilii .ind eiiiei.nl 
the othee ol K. C. Jaiiioii A Co., by whom 
ho was soon after sent on im|)ortant busi- 
ne.is to iian Francisco. He ne.\t liee.ime 
a partner in tiie lirm of U. ( '. .laiiion A' 
Co,, and on the destruclioii l)\ lire .,i ihe 
old iron works(Wesloirs) was mainly in- 
striimeiit;il in estalilisliiiig tlie pii'seiii 
i\orks, which liavegio\\ii lo siu h import 
ance under the able management of Mr. 
Young. On the withdrawal uf (ioneral

A DEPLORABLE MURDER.- 

Archblabop Sesbers Killed In Alaska by His 
Attendant, BrothA BHIler. 

Yesterday news reached the archiopis- 
copal palace of the murder of Archbishop 
Seghers in .\laska, and his untimely death 
will bring sorrow to all who knew him. 
T!ie sad intelligence was brought from the 
Y^ukon by the steamer Dora to San Fran- 
cisco and account-s fiu- the following telo- 
.grani which was received from that city 
at the bishop's palace: 

Sa.n KhA-Ncihoo, July 18, 1887. 
To Very Rev, Pather Jonckcau.: 

Arohblshop Soehers having been wounded at 
Nulato,' Alaska, died 28th November. 

P. Toasi. 

A later dispatch to The Ooi.oni.ht sttites 
that Archbishop Seghers was munlorud by 
his attendant. Brother Fuller, while in- 
sane, who wasiirrested by Captain Healy, 
of- tho U. S. steamer Bear, and brought 
to Sitka for triid. 

Letters will |)robably arrive within a 
few days giving a full account of the ter- 
rible deed. Archbishop Seghers left Vic- 
toria about the 30th of last July accom- 
panied by two .Jesuit fathers and one 
Jesuit brother, including FatherTossi, Ro- 
but ami Bro. Fuller. The bastletter received 
at the Palace was dated .\uguat ^Ust from 
tho head of Salmon ri\'er. In this letter 
His (Jruco referred to slight trouble with 
the Indians'going into tho Yukon, but the 
tone of tho letter was cheerful, oviucing 
a hoiiefiil outlook. His object was toos- 
t-'-ibiisb .-i mission among the Iniliaiisof 
the \ ukon, where iiianygooii rcsult.s were 
certain to accrue. No especial anxiety 
was felt here at the many intervening 
inunths.uf silence, as it is iiu|)osaible to 
'Hii news from this section of tho Yukon 
bid. once a year, and the sad news which 
has roaclieil ihe l<'atliers in this province 
has caused gre.al grief among them, for 
the .■Vrelibishop w.as dear!)' beloved by his 
brethren. 

Archbishoii .Seghers was biuii in Bel 
giiim and was 3!) years of .ago. Ho came 
to this province in 18(13, and his heartfelt 
devotion to the cause of Christ, and his 
indefaliuable efl'orts to promote the inter- 
ests of the Church and establi.sli tb.: word 
of ( lod among the Indians, w.m for liiiii 
the highest homu's of the ("liureli and 
recognition from RoiiU!. In I87i' he wa.s 
appointed archbishop of tho diocese of 
Oregon, liud in that field showed his 
Kplemlid capabilities'— infiuencod thoiis 
amis who attested their love for hiui not 
only as an exponent of ( iod's word, but asa 
man entlowed with all the nobler elements 
of Innuaii nature. In 1883 In^ resigned 
and was welci'uned lack to this diocese 
where his labors are well known, .and his 
enlhiisiasm in the work before hi,m could 
not be attested in any bet tor way than his 
bravo attempt to enter tho perilous Yukon 
regions to teach the uiitutoi-ed savages the 
blesaiugs of religion. He has sHcrilieed a 
life in which all had an interest, he is V 'St 
to his brothreu, lost to the country ami 

lost to us.

WARD SCHOOLS. 

What the MlulBt«r of Kdiicutloii Has to .Say ou 
The Site (juestlou. 

Tho remarks of the school trustees and 
the criticism of correspondents on the 
matter of the selection of a site for the 
xvard school to be erected at Spring 
Ridge, having been given to the public a 
reprosoutativo of The Coloni.st yesterday 
called upon Hon. John Robsori, min- 
ister of education, to ..interview him con- 
corning tho ([uostion. ' 'He was ad'ably re- 
ceived, iwid informed tliat it Would be a 
pleasure to answer any questions odncerii- 
ing the matter. 

ileporter — The location of tlio site for 
the new ward school has evoked a good 
deal of advorso criticism. Would you 
have any objection to explaining how the 
site came to lie selected without consulting 
the trustees, and why it has boon located 
so fiir from the centre of population — 
at the extreme north-eastern boundary of 
the city. 

Minister I have not the slighteat ob- 
jection. Indeed I am very ghul of the 
oiiportuuity of stating tho facts, as there 
apjicars to l i' ,1 good deal of niisapprehen- 
uion upon I lie .--ubject. 

If you lelei- lu the act you will find that 
the selection . if school sites in city districts 
forms no jiart of the duties of trustees. 
The site is provided and the school house 
built by the goveriiiiielit, and then the 
duties of trustees begin. 

Rep. But were not tho trustees con- 
sulted ill the selection of the sites fur the 
other ward schools in this city I 

Mill.— Not formally or oliicially, as a 
body. If 1 remember rightlj', in the case 
of the tirst ward school, tliat in .James 
Bav v^.ud, the Iriislees Were not consuli 
edalall. Indeed, as a matter of tact 
bipt li the t lien superintendent of education 
and tru.-itees discouraged tho iiioveiiient 
ill tiitn. some of them predicting complctu 
failure. \\ iieii Hie J olin.soii street ward 
school site was selected, several of the 
trustees wore inforiiially consulted, and a 
majority of iliem considered it too far 
oiu. lu tact, si-iy much the same objec- 
tions well' urged ag.iiiist it that are 111 ged 
in ihe preseni instance. The selection of 
the sue for the Uoek liay ward school 
was made under similar circumstances, 
,ind Very much the same objections were 
urged. \'ot all these schools have proved 
a gratifying success, and 1 do not believe 
ail)' eiMisideiable number of persons now 
consider these sites ill-chosen or too far 
removed tioni the centres. Uf coui-ae, it 
IS impossible lo please everybody. There 
aro to bo found in every community those 
who would not be satisfied unless the 
school wita close by their own door. 

Kep. But in the present insunico I 
iindersi. mil I he selection has been made 
without tiny reference whatever to the 
iruhtees, or any of them. 

Mill, 'riuit is not (|uito correct. 
Certainly thieuof the trustees, together 
Willi the superintendent of education, ac- 
comlianied me on a site-hunting ex|)edi- 
tion. .A fourth trustee was asked, but it 
was iioi convenient for him to go. It is 
i(uite true the site was not liiially chosen 
in any of the precise lucidities which were 
favoraldy ciuisidered upon that occasion, 
liecause the prices demanded [U'oved to be 
f,-o liey.ai'l the means at the disposal of 
the depart lueiit; but the nearest suitable 
site within the iiieans was selected. 

Rep. — Am I, then, to uilderatand that 
in so fur as consulting the trustees is con- 
cerned tiiure is no matorial differenco be- 
tween rliu .selection "I the jiroaent and 
pre\ ions sites ' 

.Mm. ^'es. Thill IS pract ic.illy correct 

Rep.- - Tlieii as ji matter of lactourciu 
respondent "Pandora otreet," is mistaken 
when he asserts that "the sites for wan 
schools pre\ icpiisly erected were approveil 
by the board." 

Mill. Ves. Like most of those who 
have discussed this subject, he would ap 
pear to be laboring under misapprehen- 
sion. 

Kep. — But, considered as an abstract 
propo.sition, is not the site in ipiestion too 
far from the centre too near the city 
boimd.ary 

iMin. Exeii if ;i suitable site nearer 
the centre (eiuilining the view to the city 
iimits) could have lieen obtained at a price 
within the reach of the department, it is 
ipiestioiiable whether tho location, geo- 
graphically considered, would havo been 
better. But there are other considera- 
tions which should, in my opinion, govern 
the locatiipii of ward schoiils. Having 
due regard to distance, it is desirable that 
they shoulil bo away from the busy 
ct.-nire, where you get a purer atmos- 
pb.ere. fieidoin fiom the distracting din 
of tratlie and bi-tler facilities for play. 

Kep. N'ou speak of "coiitiiiiiig the 
view to the city limits." Are not the 
limits of the city and tho limits of the 
school district identical '/ 

Mill. — O, dear, no. (Turning to a map) 
If you will follow me upon tliismaii you will 
see that the school district extends east- 
ward away to the sea, something like two 
and a-lialf miles beyond the city limits, 
and westwtird about a mile beyond tho 
city limits. Instead, therefore, of the now 
school site being at the extreme eastern 
boundary, it is actii.ally a little to the 
West of the centre of the school district. 

Kep. ( ;e,pgra|iliically, I see that is tho 
case. I'.iil biiW does it stand in pi'inl of 
population I 

Mill. - If you will just apply thesu 
•'dividers" tip the niajJ you will lind thiit 
the hir.ilippii of the neu school is within 
half a mile uf the centre of ppipiilation in 
the city, whili'the .bpliiis.m street waul 
school is hIiouI three-tiiiarlers ol a mile 
distant, the James Bay ward .school half a 
mile, and the Rook Biiy ward school more 
than three-quiirtei-s of a mile; and, con- 
scipiently, 110 child has further than half 
a mile tpp walk Ip'siIhuiI. Il is ,ilso wipr- 
tliy of ilide that to the eastwanl, and with- 
in half .1 iniloof the now school site, there 
is a [lopulous suburb capable of tilling the 
school. 

Rep. — Are tho trustees aware of all 

this ? Do they know that tlio school dis- 
trict extends beymid the inty limits 

Mill. Thai is a ppiestiipii I cannot an 
swer. One hesitates tip think it iiossible 
that they wmild he unaware of .a circiini- 
stance so iiertinent; and yet it is dilHcult 
lo account for some of the statonienis 
which hiu e a|)pearod in print upon any 
oilier hypothesis. Tiidood tho whole dis- 
ciiHsion Would appear to have been ciui- 
ducteil upon the false assumption that the 
.school ilistrict does not extend beyond the 
city lin)its. 

Rep. — 1 infer from tho remarks of Hoim,- 
I'lf the trustees that it is tludr intention to 
have ward schools I'iitablished nearer the 
cent re of the city - one at Church hill and 
another in the neighborhood of the First 
Presbyterian Church, Is that likely to he 
done I 

Mill.— I cannot, of course, say what 

may bo done in tho future; but it seoins to 

me that, even if I were inclined to do Ho, 
the gipvernnii-nt wmild experience some 
dilliculty in obtaining the consent of tho 
leginlaliire l>> expend tliousanda of dollars 
of provincial revenue in iiiirchasiiig sites 
in order to iiring schools to people's doors 
in the cities. .As already shown, no child 
in Victoria id' ward school ago need walk 
more than t hreo ipiarteis of a mile, few 
of them half a mile, to attend schuol; and 
in ovory instance, even in the case of the 
Spring Ridge school, thoy have good sido-

It seems to iiie that before at- 
tempting to carry out such an expensive 
ward school pripgramme as lias been hinted 
at , alit tlenioreconsidenition for the coiidi- 
liipii ami re(|uiremeiits of rural districts 
should be shown. 1 | 

All ipiestiims havini; been thus fully 
ind fairly answered, the re|iorter with- 
drew. Froui tho above it will be seen j 
that the selection of ward school sites has 
been made with duo discretion, and in the ! 
three other iiistjinces, in spite of many 
lUiipheeies of failure, the location of the 
schools has proved to havo been in every 
way highly satisfactory, each of them 
Iiaving more than their legal quota of 
pupils on the roll.
